This  page  represents  pages  33  through  page  64  of  the  1986  Adytum.  Pages  33  through  64  would  have  contained  a  complete  Greeks  section,  dorm  candids,  and  other 
pictures.  These  pages  were  however  lost  in  the  mail.  The  pages  were  mailed  in  September  of  1986  and  not  recovered  until  December  1986.  They  were  mailed  again  by 
the  Assistant  Editor,  who  though  advised  to  send  the  pages  by  insured  mail  failed  to  do  so.  The  pages  remain  lost  at  the  time  of  this  writing. 

The  primary  responsibility  for  this  book  lies  with  it's  Editor  in  Chief  who  gave  his  duties  to  the  Assistant  Editor.  The  Assistant  Editor  did  a  great  job,  designing  this 
book  as  you  can  see  from  the  fine  layout.  She  is  currently  editor  in  chief  of  the  1987  Adytum  and  is  too  busy  with  that  book  to  work  further  on  the  1986  Adytum. 
Therefore  my  responsibility  for  this  book  has  been  delegated  to  me  Assistant  Editor  and  Business  Manager  of  the  1987  Adytum.  I  have  decided  to  cancel  the  lost  pages. 

To  the  many  who  would  pronounce  judgement  on  my  decision  I  have  only  this  to  say.  Judge  only  if  you  wish  to  be  judged  and  judge  not  another  until  you  have 
walked  in  their  shoes.  Here  then  is  a  brief  glance  at  my  difficult  position. 

First,  the  1986  Adytum  will  be  over  budget.  The  book  faces  increased  printing  costs  because  it  is  published  in  1987  instead  of  1986,  and  also  face  poor  sales  due  to  its 
late  arrival  on  campus.  Cutting  the  32  pages  has  helped  to  make  up  for  these  deficits.  Secondly,  the  materials  were  incomplete  to  allow  a  full  coherent  Greek  section;  we 
therefore  chose  to  only  provide  a  Greek  section  full  of  candids.  Thirdly,  I  was  a  freshman  on  the  staff  when  this  book  was  produced.  I  feel  little  connection  to  the  book. 
My  only  responsibility  was  to  have  been  the  senior  message  section  editor,  a  responsibility  that  I  fulifilled.  I  have  worked  hard  on  the  Adytum  and  it  has  put  a 
significant  dent  on  both  my  academic  and  social  life;  a  dent  I  cannot  afford  to  let  deepen. 

I  am  sorry  for  the  missing  pages,  however,  I  hassen  to  point  out  that  this  is  still  a  very  fine  and  respectable  publication.  I  hope  all  will  find  this  book  along  with  the 
memories  it  conveys  enjoyable.

le  oyvs,  many  would  contend  that  some  ot  the  1960's  fervor  had  returned. 
The  Central  American  Task  Force  increased  its  visib)iiity  with  more  functions  and  an  awareness 
week.  The  South  African  Awareness  Group's  activities  were  certainly  the  most  visible.  The 
plastic-covered  shanty  rnade  of  cardboard  and  used  plywood  strategically  appeared  shortly 
before  the  trustees  were  to  consider  divestment.  The  shanty,  a  purposefully  ugly  representation 
of  living  conditions  for  filack  South  Africans,  aroused  extreme  controversy  when  the  shanty 
remained  toward  the  end  of  the  semester.  A  thwarted  attempt  to  burn  the  shanty,  the  heated 
Bullsheet  debate,  and  the  appearance  of  a  smaller  structure  (which  was  later  destroyed)  pro- 
claiming "conservatism  lives"  and  "Reagan  is  right"  demonstrated  the  disdain  of  some  Denison 
students.  Undaunted  by  the  negative  feedback,  SAAG  continued  the  impressively  attended 
demonstrations,  yet  relocated  the  shanty  for  graduation.  Evangelist  Brother  Jed  returned  to 
Denison  presenting  his  message  to  jeering  crowds.  Finally,  Faye  Wattleton,  National  President  of 
Planned  Parenthood,  spoke  to  a  packed  Slayter  audience  while  the  Columbus  Pro-Life  group 
distributed  vulgar  and  sensationalistic  flyers  outside.

The  1986  book  has  been  completely  revamped  with  the  addition  of  more  than  twenty  pages.  With 
the  expansion,  the  staff  has  been  able  to  give  more  equitable  attention  to  the  various  groups  and 
activities  at  Denison.  Perhaps  the  greatest  improvement  over  recent  books  has  been  the  inclusion  of 
honor  societies  —  groups  which  often  get  little  attention.  This  book,  also,  has  a  new  cover  unique  to 
the  Denison  annual.  The  insignia  will,  hopefully,  be  used  in  future  books  to  maintain  some  continuity 
of  style.  The  Adytum  has  been  marked  in  the  past  by  covers  ranging  from  leather-bound  to  the  purple 
and  green  of  the  1960's. 

As  editor,  my  first  priority  was  to  increase  the  number  of  pictures  in  the  book.  Although  at  times  it 
was  difficult  to  obtain  certain  pictures,  the  staff  has,  contrary  to  past  books,  attempted  to  fill  every 
space.  Because  of  the  recent  increases  in  publishing  costs,  the  staff  was  preoccupied  with  strict 
budgeting  to  avoid  the  perpetuation  of  past  deficits. 

This  book  is  the  result  of  a  strong  core  staff.  Often  the  work  of  the  yearbook  staff  is  underestimated. 
Because  of  the  variability  and  of  events  and  photography  development,  some  of  the  staff  were  willing 
to  put  in  eight  hour  days  on  weekends  to  meet  production  deadlines.  The  staff  members  include:  Lisa 
Blumenthal  (most  instrumental  during  those  marathon  yearbook  sessions  with  the  Senior  section  and 
organizations).  Amy  McGrath  (Greeks),  Margaret  Lee  (Dorms  and  the  plethora  of  typing),  Jim  Clemens 
(Budget  and  Business),  David  Lyons  (Advertising),  Nora  Doyle  (Theater),  Tony  Mastria  (Abroad),  and 
Jim  Myers  (last-minute  layout).  Photography  was  predominantly  done  by  the  above  people  and  Heidi 
Morgan.  Other  photographers  who  were  invaluable  contributors  were  K.C.  Campbell,  Sarah  Kausch, 
Liz  O'Dair,  Anne  Dineen,  and  Anne  Taylor.  Also,  to  insure  a  wider  range  of  people  in  the  book,  the 
staff  solicited  some  pictures  through  mailers. 

This  book  is  a  collection  of  the  events  and  activities  of  the  1985-1986  year.  A  yearbook  is  both  a 
historical  account  and  a  collection  of  memories.  Hopefully,  the  staff  has  been  successful  in  producing 
a  book  which  serves  this  dual  purpose.

This  was  the  best  and  worst  year  for  the 
Bullsheet.  First  semester  was  dry;  controversy 
was  scarce  —  with  the  exception  of  the  show- 
ing of  "Deep  Throat"  —  and  consequently  few 
Denisonians  submitted  letters.  With  the  ad- 
vent of  January  term,  however,  the  '5/7eef  be- 
gan to  serve  the  purpose  it  was  designed  for:

1986,  the  Denison  Employees  Organization 
wrote  in  to  express  their  desire  for  a  unioniza- 
tion of  the  supportive  staff.  Students,  profes- 
sors, and  workers  responded  making  this  dis- 
cussion the  most  inclusive  community  dia- 
logue the  Bullsheet  has  displayed. 

The  divestment  issue,  first  brought  up  by  the 
South  African  Awareness  Group  (SAAG),  re- 
sulted in  an  avalanche  of  letters.  When  SAAG 
built  a  shanty  on  the  quad  and  threatened  not 
to  remove  it  for  graduation,  more  letters  came 
—  including  some  which  were  unsuitable  for 
printing. 

Another  source  of  Bullsheet  discussion  was 
the  political  and  military  action  in  Libya.  Also, 
Black  students  brought  up  their  objections  to 
racial  oppresion  at  Denison,  citing  isolated  in- 
cidents. Other  topics  included  the  need  for  an 
honor  code.  Gay  Awareness  Week,  and  the 
anticipated  ramifications  of  the  change  of  legal 
drinking  age  from  19  to  21.

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Students  Hold  the  Key 
to  Denison's  Future

I  recently  glanced  at  an  issue  of  USA  Today  and  found,  to  my  surprise  thac  ihc 
newspaper  had  included  a  poll  of  college  presidents  concerning  the  rankings  of 
American  universities.  I  found  that  our  own  Denison  was  rated  5th  in  the 
category  described  as  "Regional  Liberal  Arts  Colleges  Certainly  we  of  the 
Dcnison  community  can  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  our  institution  was  rated  above 
such  excellent  rival  colleges  as  Kenyon.  Ohio  Wesleyan  and  Case  Western 
Reserve.  However,  do  we  as  a  community  aspire  to  a  higher  goal'  And  if  so  what 
IS  that  goal  and  how  do  we  as  a  campus,  students,  faculty  and  adminisirators 
plan  to  achieve  it? 

President  De  Rocco,  in  last  week's  Denisonian,  voiced  his  personal  sentiments 
about  the  destiny  of  our  institution  "We  have  the  prospect,"  said  the  president 
within  five  to  ten  years,  of  promoting  Denison  from  the  generally  accepted  posi 
tion  as  a  distinguished  liberal  arts  college  into  a  position  where  it  will  be 
acknowledged  as  a  premier  liberal  arts  college."  All  this  sounds  encouraging  yet 
words  and  visions  are  one  thing,  and  action  is  quite  another.  Denison  needs  the 
goal  of  becoming  the  "premier  liberal  arts  college"  Andrew  De  Rocco  speaks  of

Denison  Should  Divest

On  many  matters  Denison  students  and  faculty  do  not  agree.  However,  during 
the  past  week,  the  Student  Senate  and  faculty  both  agreed  that  Denison  University 
should  divest  itself  of  those  companies  that  have  interests  in  South  Africa.  The  Stu- 
dent Senate  vote  was  unanimous  and  the  faculty  vote  almost  so.  These  actions  and 
the  efforts  of  the  South  African  Awareness  Group  will  hopefully  pressure  the  Board 
of  Trustees  Investment  Committee  to  begin  divestment  proceedings  Such  action 
would  be  yet  another  signal  for  Washington  to  initiate  its  own  sanctions 

To  signal  Washington,  Denison  would  need  only  to  divest  itself  of  its  stock  in 
vestments.  It  would  not  be  necessary  to  give  up  all  capital  goods  produced  by  com 
panics  that  have  investments  in  South  Africa  (i.e.  General  Motors  vehicles  or 
I.B.M.  office  equipment).  Denison  University  should  not  worry  about  making  itself 
morally  pure;  it  should  worry  about  signalling  Washington. 

Washington's  policies  have  not  put  the  needed  pressure  on  the  South  African 
government.  91  executives  of  major  companies  that  do  business  in  South  Africa  in- 
serted full  page  advertisements  in  South  African  newspapers  this  past  Sunday. 
These  advertisements  encourage  putting  an  end  to  Apartheid.  Washington  must 
help  with  economic  sanctions.  Until  some  sanctions  are  imposed,  the  South 
African  government  will  rebuff  any  nonthrealening  scoldings,  and  the  policies  will 
display  little  or  no  change. 

Apartheid  has  been  the  governance  system  in  South  Africa  since  the  National 
party  came  into  power  in  1948.  The  political  situation  has  grown  progressively 
worse  since  the  late  1970's  and  more  than  700  people,  mostly  blacks,  have  died 
since  violence  prupted  a  year  ago. 

If  the  United  States  imposes  economic  sanctions  on  South  Africa,  the  short  term 
effect  will  be  worsening  conditions  and  increased  unemployment  for  South 
Africans,  including  many  blacks.  However,  such  sanctions  would  hopefully  induce 
the  government  to  quickly  end  Apartheid.

EARLY  DENISON  RELATIONSHIPS 


The  above  pictures  are  five  of  the  ten  photographs  in  the  1905  Adytum's  "Officiah 
Schemer's  Guide."  The  Guide  poirtted  out  the  safe  places  where  mert  and  women 
could  sneak  a  little  seclusion.  One  wonders  where  a  1 986  version  would  suggest  — 
the  slacks  in  the  library,  bike  path,  or  Swasey  basement?  The  1891  annual  recognized 
the  "Married  Men  's  Mutual  Aid  Association. "  in  the  organizations  section,  while  the 
Book  Reviews  describing  the  "Art  of  Flirtation  "  appeared  in  the  1903  Adytum.  The 
caricatures  on  the  facing  page  showed  the  stereotypical  transformation  of  the  college 
student  (Adytum,  1900).  Early  annuals  often  depicted  freshmen  as  country  hicks  or 
diapered  infants.
